Recent developments in the diag- 
sis and treatment of mastitis have 
yita new aspect on this costly dis- 
tase This complex disease is now 
ving resolved into its component 
parts by laboratory examination. I 
vill outline a method of handling 
terds that will control or eradicate 
the form of mastitis that causes the 
host of the losses.

In 
advanced cases one or more. quarters 
may be completely lost for milk pro- 
duction. 


6. Chronic mastitis is very in- 
sidious in nature and cows may be 
infected for months before the owner 
has any warning of anything wrong. 
When symptoms do appear they are 
often very mild, (flakes in milk, off- 
color milk, lowered production) and 
do not seem alarming to the attend- 
ant. If the cow is approaching the end 
of lactation, this is thought to be the 
cause of the symptoms. 

7. After the complete control of 
contagious mastitis there will still be 
occasional cases of acute mastitis and 
mastitis caused by injury. However, 
the precautions necessary for the 
control of contagious mastitis will 
also operate to reduce the incidence 
of mastitis of all kinds. 

One of the difficulties in the con- 
trol of contagious mastitis is that we 
can seldom get an even start with the 
infection. Usually we have to start 
with a handicap of several years ac- 
cumulation of old cases that are in- 
curable due to permanent damage to 
the udder. However, once the infec- 
tion is brought under control and the 
old cases either cured, sold to the 
putcher, or effectively segregated, 
further losses can usually be pre- 
vented by semi-annual laboratory ex- 
amination and early treatment of 
new infections. It must be understood 
that frequent laboratory examination 
will be necessary to locate every in- 
fected quarter. It is absolutely 
necessary to locate every infected 
quarter and effectively eliminate it 
as a reservoir of infection, otherwise 
the end results will not justify the 
cost of the attempt. 


Treatment 

During the past few years several 
drugs have come on the market that 
have been proven more or less effec- 
tive in sterilizing udders. In some 
herds as high as 90% of the cases 
were reported cured while in other 
herds less than 50% were cured. 
Treatment is usually effective in 
‘early infections that are detected be- 


fore serious damage is done. The 
most effective time to treat chronic 
mastitis is during the dry period and 
as. many cases as possible should be 
treated at this time. However, lac- 
tating cows can often be successfully 
treated. The best plan is to treat all 
cows that are to be treated, as soon 
as they are definitely proven infected. 
To wait for the dry stage runs the 
risk of increased damage to the in- 
fected quarter, the possibility of 
spreading the infection to other quar- 
ters and the possibility of infecting 
other cows. 


It must be understood that treated 
cows are highly susceptible to re-in- 
fection. To try the treatment on a 
few cows and then leave them ex- 
posed to re-infection from other in- 
fected cows in the herd does not give 
the treatment a fair trial. The con- 
trol of contagious mastitis is a herd 
problem and in order to get the full 
benefit of treatment it must be 
handled on a herd basis. The value 
of treatment is often overestimated; 
it has value only when combined with 
laboratory examination for early 
diagnosis and effective segregation 
of incurable infections. 

Rules for Mastitis Control 

1. At least once a year, have a 
competent veterinarian make a phys- 
ical examination of udders and a 
laboratory examination of the milk 
of all cows, including the dry cows, 
for latent mastitis. Quarter samples 
are better than composite samples. 

2. Mechanical milkers must be 
thoroughly cleaned and_ sterilized 
every time they are used. 

3. Do not allow calves of any age 
to nurse each other or themselves. 
Do not allow promiscuous nursing of 
cows by calves. 


4. When necessary to purchase 
cows, isolate them for 30 days and 
have a veterinarian make a physical 
examination of the udder and a lab- 
‘oratory examination of the milk. 
Better still, do this before making 
the purchase. 

5. Use a strip-cup before each 
milking to identify the abnormal se- 
cretion of defective udders.

The edition has 
been limited to 500 copies, so breeders who need or want 
copies should place their orders promptly. 

Price Policy on Herd Books F 

In this connection, we are constrained to comment 
that the Holstein-Friesian Association of America 
charges $5.00 per volume for its herd books as issued, 
and currently about three volumes a year are being is- 
sued. The increase to $5.00 a volume was made by the 
Board in 1939. At that annual meeting, the Board had 
recommended discontinuance of a published herd book 
because of the expense and the comparatively small num- 
ber sold even at the then existing price of $2.00. The 
iembership plainly showed it desired to have the herd 
books continued in published form and roundly voted 
down the, Board proposal. The immediate increase in 
price, by action of the Board, indicated a degree of pique 
over the refusal of the delegates to approve the Board’s 
suggestion. 

It was never maintained that even the $5.00 price was 
sufficient to pay the cost of the limited editions printed. 
Therefore, the stiff increase acts principally as a brake 
on breeder interest in securing and maintaining com- 
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plete sets of the herd book. Apparently less than half as 
many of our breeders are currently buying copies of the 
herd book as is the case in Canada, with their much 
smaller membership. 

This price policy is so directly contrary to that of 
the Holstein-Friesian Association of Canada that we 
could not refrain from mentioning it in this connection. 
It has long been our belief that breeders should be en- 
couraged to buy and use the herd books and that to ac- 
complish progress in this direction a nominal price of a 
dollar or two per volume would be much sounder policy. 
The total effect upon the financial position of the Associ- 
ation would be very minute. 


SELECTIVE REGISTRATION IN CANADA 

Secretary G. M. Clemons, of the Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation of Canada, furnishes a little further background 
information in regard to the Selective Registration plan 
of his association, supplementing the discussion which 
appeared editorially in our issue of August 5. 

“1. The original title of our system was Advanced 
Registration and this was not, changed until 1931 when 
it was made Selective Registration in order that it would 
rot be confused with your Advanced Registry testing. 

“2. Our regulations at the outset required that the 
entire herd be inspected in the same way as your present 
regulation. It was not until 1939 that we permitted par- 
tial classification. For several years money had been very 
scarce and inspection work had dropped off because our 
breeders simply could not afford to pay for the inspec- 
tion of their entire herds. The only commercial value of 
the inspection was in the top classes and the small breed- 
er could see no reason for paying $1.00 each to have his 
“good” and “fair’’ cows inspected. It was of no interest 
to him and of no commercial value. The principle of par- 
tial classification is as you have stated, and we have 
found it to be a workable substitute for the previous 
regulation which could not be maintained in the depres- 
sion years.”’

INFLUENCE OF THE DAM 


Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

When I started to read the article that my friend, 
Professor Rice, wrote on “Is the Bull Half the Herd?”, 
particularly when it promised to explode another animal 
breeding fallacy, the thought occurred to me that an- 
other college professor had discovered that we did not 
pay enough attention to our females but as I read the 
article and studied the data, I was surprised to learn 
that the good old cow was assigned a very minor place 
in the breeding program. 

As a young college instructor 30 years ago, I had two 
ideas presented to me. One was by a college instructor 
who had a chart that covered several blackboards which 
showed by listing the cows from one bull and their dams 
that it did not make much difference what kind of cows 
you bred a good bull to, that practically the daughters

would be good to excellent. Then I listened to a talk 
a Scotch breeder who stated that he feared the breeders 
in this country would meet with only Ordinary syep 
because they were placing too much emphasis = M 
idea that the bull was half the herd and not enough 
emphasis on the other half—the dams-——which Was on 
as important. 

Through the years I have had to do with breedi 
dairy cattle and I am more and more convinceg that the 
Scotchman was right. Several years ago | Contributed 
an article to one of the dairy papers on the Subjects 
“The Cows—The Better Half”. In this article I quote 
Dahlberg of New York, “‘a cow shows marked Prepotency 
for high or low production which seems to be almost 
unaffected by the inheritance of the sire” and Rober, 
son who writing about the Guernsey breed stated, “May 
Rose II was frequently bred to indifferent bulls, yet i 
spite of this drawback every one of her immediate deg. 
cendants is noteworthy and there is abundant evidence 
that her blood breeds on’’; Crissey, on high test—“that 
little can be accomplished without practicing carety 
selection of brood cows’’ and Tryon commenting 
Scotch herds stated, “the average quality of Ayrshires ip 
Scotland—is several degrees higher than—in the States” 
because of ‘their absolute unwillingness to harbor— 
animals of either sex which do not measure up to, 
high standard.” 

Herd analysis reveals many mediocre cows with goog 
pedigrees that have produced a big heifer family from 
several good bulls. It seems to be the rule rather thap 
the exception that these families do not rate being re 
tained in the herd. In these same herds a really good 
cow bred to the same bulls has produced a family that 
rates good plus to excellent. 

I regret that I do not have available on paper the 
data which is so dear to the geneticists and economists 
and being a scientist I know that there is at least a 
fifty-fifty chance that I am wrong but I am writing this 
with the hope that it may inspire you to throw this o 
your round table and get the reaction of your breeders.

York and Secretary Thomas B. 
Wales were authorized as a commit- 
tee to petition the legislature for 
special legislation permitting the 
holding of meetings outside the 
state, but without result. 

The convention of 1894 is historic 
not only for the initial election of F. 
L. Houghton as secretary. At the 
same meeting, official testing was 
inaugurated. 

At the 1903 convention the assoc- 
iation elected Henry Stevens presi- 
dent. For the year that followed, he 
served as the blind president. In 
1911 Ward was elected to the Board 
on which he served until 1918. 

For nearly thirty years the assoc- 
iation was compelled to hold its 
meetings in New York State under 
corporation laws. The matter was a 
scource of trouble off and on during 
that long period before a solution 
was found. It was brought to a head 
in 1911 through a resolution author- 
izing the expenditure of $100,000 
for a permanent home for the assoc- 
iation. j 

Fred Field, who was on the Exec- 
utive Committee from 1907 to 1925, 
except for one year 1918-19, together 
with O. U. Kellogg, worked out a 
districting plan for alternating con- 
ventions east and west.

some sons resemble 
closely gave rise to 
the well-known expression, “he’s a 
chip off the old block”. This could 
just as well be put in the feminine, 
‘she’s a chip off. the old block’’. 
Neither of these general sayings is 
universally or specifically true, or 
perhaps we should say they are not 
the whole truth. Actually, of course, 
either “he” or “she” is a “chip off 
two old blocks” as far as inheritance 
soes for the simple reason that any 
animal arises from the union of an 
egg cell produced in its dam’s ovar- 
ies and a sperm cell produced in its 
sire’s testes. In these two tiny cells 
are the determiners for all the po- 
tentialities which the resulting off- 
spring will ever exhibit. We can’t 
make ‘“‘silk purses out of sows’ ears’”’ 
nor can we make high producing 
dairy cows out of egg and sperm 
cells which come from Herefords or 
Angus. In such germ cells there are 
quite apt to be determiners for rapid 
fattening but not those for high milk 
production. 


Knowledge of the general prin- 
ciples of reproductive physiology and 
ot inheritance makes it possible for 
us to make general statements like 
this without much fear of successful 
contradiction. It would be very 
nice if we could be a bit more spe- 
cific but in the present state of 
knowledge we can’t be or at least 
shouldn’t be. We can’t truthfully 
Say, for example, that mating this 
Holstein bull to that Holstein cow 
will produce a daughter which will 
milk 14,241 poands of milk testing 
3.789 percent of butterfat. It is 
unlikely that such individual, spe- 
cific productions will ever be able to 
be successfully prophesied. We can- 
not foresee a time when full sisters 
will not vary considerably among 
themselves. As long as sudden vari- 
ation is possible, we cannot predict 
individual production with high ac- 
curacy, although we may perhaps be 
able to predict rather closely the 
average production of a fairly large 
set of full or half sisters. 

But the general principles we do 
know will enable us to breed better 
animals — provided we put these 
principles to work. 

These “chips’’ we’ve been talking 
about — how big are they? If we 
could learn something about their 
average size, we might prevent a lot 
of disappointment and wrong judg- 
ments. Is it possible by any means 
now known to begin to get an answer 
io this all-important breeding ques- 
tion — How big are the chips? Or if 
you want the question stated a little 
more plainly, how closely can we 
expect daughters on the average to 
resemble their dams in production? 

This you will admit is a very im- 
portant question for anyone who is 
trying to improve the cattle he 
breeds. You are going to judge your 
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selected too? 


sires by how closely their daughters 
resemble their dams if the latter are 
high, or by how much they beat them 
if they are low. We make this state- 
ment because the cattle you now 
have in your barn are a _ selected 
group. If you question this, just 
count up the number of daughters 
uow in your milking string by one 
or several bulls that you have owned. 
Now count up the total number of 
daughters ever dropped in your herd 
by that one or each of several bulls. 
Isn’t the latter figure quite a bit 
larger? 

Breeders should and do retain the 
best daughters of their successive 
bulls and sell the poorer ones. The 
cattle now in your barn are a select- 
ed group. If they were not it would 
mean that you had a 100 percent new 
herd about every two or three years, 
provided the cows were breeding 
regularly and calf mortality was not 
too high. If you had 10 cows and 
they dropped 5 heifer calves each 
year or 14 months and you kept all 
or them you would be replacing about 
5 cows every year or your whole herd 
every two or three years. Our herds 
do turn over fast — probably too 
fast — but certainly not that fast. 


All right then — our present cows 
are a selected group. 


And how about our bull? Is he 
Well, yes — after a 
fashion. But when you stop and 
think about it, it’s a different story 
than it was with the cows. You live 
with those heifer calves from the 
day they are born, you watch them 
grow, you weed out one or two of 
those above mentioned 5 calves, the 
first week or month, you grow the 
others out studying them from many 
angles and perhaps get rid of another 
one as a yearling or soon after she 
freshens. You then have two pretty 
good and carefully selected 2-year- 
olds to go into the herd as replace- 
ments. You know the families back 
of all those 5 original calves and you 
try to save animals in your best fam- 
ilies or even best strains within your 
best families. You do a pretty thor- 
ough job of selecting females and 
sou have a lot of facts to guide you— 
family — individuality — growth- 
iness — vigor and resistance to dis- 
ease — ability to handle feed — and 
finally the actual record which the 
heifer makes. 

Now, how about your bull? 
did you select him? Do you know 
bis family pretty well? Oh yes, you 
have his pedigree — a sheet of paper 
with some names and records on it 
and perhaps you have seen pictures 
of some of his ancestors. But when 
you really stop and think about it 
you don’t really know very much 
about the young bull, do you? You 
were not there when he was born— 
you don’t really know his ancestors 
except by hearsay and it will not be 
until he is 4 or 5 years old that you 
ean begin to get a record on him 
through seeing what his daughters 
produce, and much longer before 
vou’ll have any idea as to how they

We ought to know 20 time 
more about the bull than about any 
one cow but the chances are that we 
know only 1/20 as much. This jg, 
400 to 1 ratio in favor of the cow 
It’s too bad. Your Breed Association 
is trying everything possible to cor. 
rect the situation — publishing bu 
indexes, etc. — but they have a long 
way to go yet, and they can never 
give you the direct, first-hand knowl. 
edge of the details of every Holstein 
herd in the land. 

You see what we are driving at is 
the fact that the animal we need to 
know the most about, we know the 
least about, plus the additional fact 
that every bull has 2 strikes on him 
before he ever gets to bat because he 
is bred to only the selected best ani- 
mals and in our thinking generally, 
the bull is quite apt to be conr- 
demned if his daughters produce less 
than their dams regardless of how 
high those dams produce, i. e., re 
gardless of how carefully those dams 
have been selected. 

If our bulls were bred to unselett- 
ed cows they naturally would appear 
in a better light. That would, how 
ever, be a poor way and a costly one 
just to make the bull look better. It 
would mean that every cow moved 
out of the herd as soon as she had 
a daughter to replace her and that 
we would have an entirely new herd 
every 2 or 3 years. Our present 
method of trying to get 2 or 3 daugh- 
ters from our best cows for replace 
ments and saving no daughters from 
our poorer cows is a much more 
sound breeding practice and we wil 
continue to employ it. . 

As we have said this makes it # 
bit tough on our bulls — that fact 
that only his daughters from high 
producing cows are likely to be re 
tained in the herd. 

The question we want to try © 
find an answer to is whether we havé 
a right to expect that the daughters 
of these selected cows shall equal 0 
exceed their dams in production. 
That generally is what we have beet 
doing. If these daughters of selected 
cows have not equalled or exe 
their dams’ production we have per- 
haps been a little too prone to 4 
demn their sire. Is this fair to te 
bull? Will it help to improve oa 
individual herds? Does it help ' 
breed as a whole? The answer (0 - 
these questions is No, and we ¥ 
row try to show you why. .

yeight of the parents was above the 
veperal average height of all Eng- 
ish people, the average height of 
their children had a tendency to be 
gs than the average height of their 
srents. And if the average height 
“their parents was less than the 
general average height, their chil- 
jren averaged to be taller than their 
prents. Galton called this phenom- 
gon “Regression.”” It is spoken 
of popularly as “the drag or boost 
of the breed”. When animals get 
low the breed average they tend 
» dimb back up toward the breed 
serage. When they get above the 
breed average they tend to fall back 
toward the breed average. 

Now this is not some mysterious 
“aw of nature’ nor a law of the 
Medes and Persians, not even a “Di- 
retive’ of the New Deal. It is a 
@mmon occurrence for two reasons: 
(1) the fact that an animal’s per- 
formance is not always a true re- 
fection of its inheritance and (2) 
the farther any animal departs from 
the average of its breed in either per- 
formance or inheritance, the less 
likely it is that the animal will be 
bred to another animal as extreme 
as itself. 


Performance not always being a 
true reflection of inheritance can be 


illustrated by black color in Hol- 
seins. This character is apparently 
controlled by one pair of factors, 
genes or hereditary determiners usu- 
ally designated by the letter B for 
Mack and b for red. If a bull is BB 
or Bb, the colored portions of his 
body will be black. But it is utterly 
impossible to distinguish between BB 
aid Bb bulls by looking at them. 
Their performance (color) does not 
ell,us precisely what their inheri- 
tance is. Only the way they transmit 
vill tell that the Bb bulls transmit 
the gene for red color to one half 
their offspring. If, in addition, some 
of our cows are Bb we are likely to 
get some red (bb) calves. Milk pro- 
duction, on the other hand, is prob- 
ably controlled by a great many pairs 
ef hereditary determiners, just how 
many no one knows. In addition to 
this complexity, there is the added 
feature that the exact amount of 
milk a cow gives in any lactation or 
her lifetime is greatly influenced 
) environment — feed — care — 
when She freshens, ete., etc. So if 
Performance fails to mirror inheri- 
— exactly in a thing like color, 
aermined by one pair of determin- 
a and not influenced by environ- 
nant, how much more true is it 
(that Performance does not reflect 
inheritance exactly) in a thing like 
mond Production, determined by 
‘aly pairs of determiners and easily 


influenced by many environmental 
factors. 


The second cause of regression 
cited above — the unlikehood of an 
extreme animal being mated to one 
as extreme as itself, you can prove 
for yourself by wondering where 
you would get a bull to mate to some 
35,000 pound cows with a prospect 
that their daughters would equal or 
exceed their dams in production. 


So Regression is not a mysterious 
natural law of its own; it is just a 
description of the way things usu- 
ally work out. The two chief causes 
of it are that an animal’s breeding 
value and its outward characteristics 
do not correspond exactly, and that 
the two animals mated together are 
not usually equally good or equally 
bad in breeding value. 


If your herd averages 8,000 pounds 
cf milk, it is not forced by any “‘law’”’ 
to climb back up toward the breed 
average of 12,000 pounds. It is like- 
ly to do so for the simple reason that 
the next 2 or 3 bulls you will use in 
your herd are apt to be average bulls 
—one may be better than average, 
one just about average, and the third 
cne below average, thus making the 
3 of them taken together about av- 
erage. If your herd average is 8,000 
pounds and you use bulls with an in- 
heritance of 8,009 pounds for milk 
production, you will continne ty have 
an 8,000 pound herd till kingdom 
come, but it would take considerable 


pains (we almost said braius) and 
ingenuity to pick three 8,000 pound 
bulls in a row. Your herd would be 
likely to climb in production because 
you are apt to choose average bulls 
there being many more of these 
than there are very poor or very 
good bulls). 


Likewise, if your herd now aver- 
ages 18,000 pounds of milk, it will 
not by any natural law of regression 
Le forced back down toward the 
breed average of 12,000 pounds. It 
is simply likely to slide back down 
toward the breed average because of 
the likelihood that your next few 
pulls will add up to being “average” 
bulls — some better, some worse. 
You can, of course, prevent this in 
two ways. First, as stated earlier in 
this article, you can save daughters 
from only your best producing and 
transmitting cows, and second, you 
can learn more than you now know 
about the inheritance of good pro- 
cuction and type and thus learn to 
pick better bulls. If your herd is 
now at the 18,000 pound level, you 
can hold it there by picking bulls 
with an inheritance of 18,000 pounds 
and you can even increase your av- 
erage production by saving daughters 
from only the best cows in your herd 
and by picking bulls with an inheri- 
tance above 18,000 pounds.

None 
will ever reach the goal, but those 
who reach higher than others earn 
the praise and admiration of the en- 
tire fraternity. Few have reached 
higher than the Sisters of this Bene- 
dictine Convent at Clyde, Missouri. 
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The Story of Mallary Farm 


[* bulls could talk, Montviec Posch 
Rag Apple, V. G., and G. M., the 
great son of Johanna Rag Apple 
Pabst, could speak with authority. 
He could lecture the bulls of bull- 
dom on how to make friends and in- 
fluence people toward a happier, full- 
er life on the farm; or, upon the at- 
tributes of a great sire. 

Whether you are an experienced 
dairyman, or a breeder, and have ob- 
served in your herd the diverse in- 
fluences of various bulls, you will 
marvel at this true story of what a 
good bull can do. 

Among the multitudes of bulls 
there are the mediocre whose influ- 
ence is always with us. Then there 
are those of striking prepotency 
that in one bold stroke lift high the 
production, or straighten the rumps, 
improve udders and dairy character. 
There are those that lower produc- 
tion fully one-third. Now I want to 
report as accurately as possible how 
the influence of the Holstein bull, 
Montvic Posch Rag Apple, reached 
deep into the life of a city and in a 
few years transformed the outlook, 
niode of living and aspirations of an 
entire family. 

Mr. and Mrs. R. DeWitt Mallary 
were happily engaged with the busy 
whirl of life in the City of Spring- 
field, Massachusetts, he as a prom- 
inent corporation lawyer, Chirman of 
Community Chest, member Republi- 
can State Committee, and director 
of a life insurance company; she as 
president of The Junior League, on 
hospital committees, a helpful gen- 
erous member of society. One might 
hope, as they did, to go on this way 
forever. 

However, in the Spring of 1935 
they purchased an abandoned farm 
near Bradford, Vermont, as a place 
to board their saddle horses while 
summering at nearby Lake Morey. 

They Saw His Daughters 

A year and a half later they pur- 
chased a few registered Holsteins 
and began to study the meaning of 
type and bloodlines. Their experi- 
ences at horse shows gave them a 
keen appreciation of type in an an- 
imal. Then one day in the Fall of 
1939 while visiting Tyler Farms, 
West Newbury, Vermont, they saw 
the daughters of Montvic Posch Rag 
Apple. 

Mr. Mallary told me: “It was like 
seeing a vision. There were thirty 
daughters of the bull in milk. The 
sight of that line of cows, so ex- 
tremely uniform in their body type, 
markings, and so nearly perfect in 
their udders gave us the inspiration 
to greatly expand our breeding pro- 
gram.”’ 

“The Tylers had sold the bull to 
a New York State breeder whom we 
visited immediately. Truly ‘gold is 
where you find it’, because we were 
fortunate in securing him for a very 
moderate sum. While we have 
learned that it is usually impossible 
ito secure something for nothing, and 
we paid the going market price at

the time, it is not always necessary 
when establishing a herd to purchase 
the highest priced animals if one is 
Vvilling to purchase a few good ones 
aud is able to secure the right bull 
and then exercise care and pa- 
tience.”’ 
The Great Decision 

Less than a year later the Mal- 
larys were faced with a grave de- 
cision. As aforesaid their time was 
absorbed in the city. Their two chil- 
Gren, R. DeWitt, Jr., and Richard 
Walker Mallary, were 13 and 11

years of age_ respectively. They 
loved the Vermont farm which was 
150 miles away. Posch Rag Apple 
Tessie, a daughter of Montvic Posch 
Kag Apple, which they had pur- 
chased from Tyler Farms was mak- 
ing a sensational record. (It was 
later completed at 26,339.4 pounds 
ot milk, 4.1% test, and 1080.2 
pounds of butterfat on 3X milking— 
a New England record.) The lure 
ef farm life and the growing con- 
viction that they possessed a great 
sire drew their interest Vermont- 
ward. Mrs. Mallary attended Conn- 
ecticut University for a semester to 
study breeding, feeding and disease 
control. There was a period of prob- 
ing and of genetic research into the 
past life of the Posch progenitors, 
only convincing and enthusing them 
all the more over the possibilities of 
their breeding program. So it finally 
happened; they sold their spacious 
Springfield home and moved per- 
manently to the farm. Here Mrs. 
Mallary took on the interesting job 
of perfecting their breeding pro- 
gram, handling the plans for build- 
ings, keeping farm records, market- 
ing the milk, breeding stock, eggs 
and poultry. 

This meant construction of prac- 
tically all of the buildings on the 
original farm, dairy barn, laying

Harvey Sinclair is in 
charge of the herd as manager, but 
Mrs. Mallary gives her full time, and 
Mr. Mallary as' much of his time as 
his business and other interests per- 
mit to the absorbing problems of the 
farm and herd. The breeding pro-

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Price Trends of Purebred Beef and 
Dairy Cattle During Two Wars 


By Austin A. Dowell, Prof. of Agricultural Economics, 
University of Minnesota 


The trends of prices of purebred 
beef and dairy cattle during and im- 
mediately following World War I, 
and thus far in World War II, are 
shown in the accompanying figure. 
The data are based upon average an- 
nul prices at public auction for 
males and females combined for two 
breeds of beef cattle and four breeds 
of dairy cattle. 

Purebred beef cattle prices re- 
mained fairly constant during the 
first two years of each war, that is, 
during 1914-15 and 1939-40, and 
then advanced sharply. Thus far in 
World War II, the increase has been 
slightly less than for the same pe- 
riod in World War I. For example, 
prices in 1918 were two and one- 
half times the average from 1910-14, 
while prices during the correspond- 
ing year in this war, that is, in 1943, 
were two and one-fourth times the 
1935-39 average. However, the rapid 
rate of increase during 1943 com- 
pared with relatively little change 
during the corresponding year in 
World War I that the current rise 
may not have run its course. 

Prices of purebred dairy cattle re- 
mained constant during the first 
three years of each war and then 
moved upward at a fairly rapid rate. 
The increase during the present war 
has been greater than during the cor- 
responding period of World War I. 
Prices during 1918 were only about 
one-fourth above the average from 
1910-14, while the average in 1943 
was over four-fifths higher than the 
1935-39 average. 

The rate and extent of the increase

Index numbers 1914-23 and 1939-43. 
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in prices were much less for purebred 
dairy cattle than for purebred beef 
cattle during the World War I 
boom, and somewhat less thus far in 
the present war. However, the sim- 
ilarity in the trends during the two 
wars is indeed striking. Commercial 
farmers, purebred livestock breed- 
ers, and others will watch develop- 
ments from now on with unusual 
interest. 





Breaking Mastitis Complex 
(Continued from page 1) 

6. Stanchion cows with diseased 
udders by themselves and milk them 
last. 

7. Do not milk abnormal secretions 
onto the floor. 

8. Develop the proper method of 
milking with mechanical milkers by 
washing the teats and udders with 
warm water immediately before ap- 
plying the teat cups, not several 
minutes or hours earlier. 

9. Do not permit. wet-hand milk- 
ing. 

10. Do not use milking-tubes or 
teat dilators except under instruc- 
tions of your veterinarian. 

11. Use plenty of bedding to avoid 
udder injury and exposure to cold. 

12. Do not use lime as a substitute 
for cleanliness. It is best not to use 
lime or superphosphate or other 
chemicals on the standing platform. 
These chemicals are useful in the 
gutter and on the walk in the rear 
of the cows. 

13. The udder and flanks should be 
clipped and kept free of all visible 
contamination. 

Buyers of pure-bred animals are 
justified in demanding a laboratory 
report on the milk before paying 
good prices for foundation cows at 
either private or public sale. 

In regards to the cost of a pro- 
gram of this kind, a study was made 
on the cost of diagnosis and treat- 
ment of over 100 infected cows in 10 
herds by a practitioner working un- 
der farm conditions. The entire cost 
of taking milk samples, laboratory 
examinations and treatments of both 
the curable and incurable cases aver- 
aged slightly over $18.00 for each 
cow cured. Collecting milk samples 
and laboratory examinations was 
charged at thirty cents per sample. 
Treatments were charged at the rate 
of $1.25 each. The average loss from 
mild cases of chronic mastitis, ac- 
cording to a study made at the 
Storrs (Conn.) Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station, was 633 pounds of milk 
per cow-year. The saving of this 
amount of milk would much more 
than pay the entire cost of eradica- 
tion 

In addition there would be an im- 
provement in the quality of the milk 
produced and a saving in labor due 
to less cows requiring treatment and 
hand milking.

The first such convention was held 


at Chicago in 1914. 

In 1917 Troland Cleare became 
the first Director of Extension. His 
appointment was largely due to the 
initiative of Fred Field, a member of 
the old Literary Committee. Mr. 
Field felt that the association’s 
advertising needed new life. This 
change was opposed vigorously by 
Mr. Houghton, who for years had 
given the association’s advertising 
business to an advertising agency. 
This controversy was one of the 
events leading up to the storm of 
1918. 

Prior to the convention of 1918 
at Milwaukee it was proposed to take 
the salaried offices out of politics 
and make them appointive by the 
Board. This was coupled with an 
attack on Secretary Houghton. The 
cry went up to protect the old faitfi- 
ful servants, Secretary Houghton, 
Superintendent Gardner, and Treas- 
urer Wing Smith, although Ward 
says everyone knew that no one had 
anything against Mr. Gardner or 
Wing Smith. 

The famous phrase, ‘‘the little 
breeder on the hillside,’’ was coined 
in this campaign. At the meeting 
the majority of the proxies were in 
the hands of three or four men. 
Ward recalls that Jerry Riordon 
controlled the important block of 
votes from Wisconsin. Fred Field 
and Ward Stevens both went off the 
Board that year. Ward declined to 
be a candidate for re-election. They 
Were succeeded by Fred Pabst and 
H. A. Moyer. 

The resolution to make the sala- 
tied officers appointive by the Board 
was defeated. The ‘“‘little breeder 
on the hillside’ could still cast his 
own vote,—or send his proxy to the 
man who mailed him the most ap- 
pealing literature. 

At the 1921 convention in Syra- 
tuse there was a bitter fight for con- 
trol. The membership was swamped 
with appeals for proxy support. 
Criticism was aimed at the extrava- 
gance of the association in paying 
President Aitken a salary of $12,000. 
It was claimed that the move to 
secure a national home for the assoc- 
lation to house all of the offices, was 
almed at Mr. Houghton. The cam- 
palgn also carried the proposal to 
reduce the transfer fees. 

Again four men held enough 
Proxies to exercise absolute control. 

The evils and dangers of the proxy 
system reached their climax at the 
Syracuse meeting. The new presi- 
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dent, Governor Frank O. Lowden, 
called a special meeting at St. Paul 
in October 1921 at the time of the 
National Dairy Show. At that meet- 
ing the proxy system was done away 
with. Under Governor Lowden’s 
leadership the delegate system was 
inaugurated. 


“The abandonment of the proxy 
system was the most constructive 
step in the political history of the 
association.’’ That is the statement 
of Ward Stevens, who, in the 58 
years since the association was or- 
ganized, has missed only two con- 
ventions. 


He was unable to attend the 
Seattle convention in 1935. He also 
missed the St. Paul meeting in 1920. 
Ward’s health was particularly bad 
at that time. Although his doctor 
told him not to go, he went ahead 
with his plans for the trip. Naturally 


he hated to miss his first convention, 


and also the three day national sale 
which was to achieve the record 
breaking average of over $3,000. The 


day before he was to leave for St. 
Paul, his doctor dropped in. 

‘“‘Ward, you are not going to make 
that trip, are you?’’ the physician 
asked. 

“Yes,’’ Ward replied, “I have my 
ticket bought, and all train and hotel 
reservations made. I’ve got to go.” 

“All right, you go ahead if you 
must,’”’ the doctor told him quietly, 
“but if you do, it will be the last 
convention you will ever attend.”’ 

‘“‘Well,’’ Ward says today, ‘‘when 
he put it that way, I decided that 
maybe I hadn’t better go.”’ 

So Ward Stevens missed St. Paul. 
The same doctor is still ministering 
to his needs. And the association and 
the breed has had the benefit of his 
attendance at conventions for almost 
another quarter of a century.

“icht here I should like to say a 
few words on breed promotion. To 
many breeders, the words “breed pro- 
notion” and “fieldmen”’ are synony- 
nous. Yet to have a force of field- 
men who could contact every pros- 
petive breeder would cost many 
thousands of dollars — if you could 
vet the men to do the job. Last year 
the Holstein-Friesian Ass’n spent 
945,667 for fieldwork, employing 
sx men. These fieldmen worked a 
jtal of 1677 days, of which 1265% 
were spent in the field, balance in the 
dfice. In the 1265% days, these 
feldmen contacted 17,715 people at 
*75 meetings. It is safe to assume 
that the bulk of these people were 
giready Holstein breeders: I have 
ben with BREEDER’S GAZETTE 
lng enough to know, too, that you 
have mighty little chance to do much 
enstructive breed promotional work 
in such a meeting. However, per- 







Comment on Breed Promotion 


Over 14,000 inquiries developed 
from these various types of publicity 
and advertising and more than 100,- 
000 pieces of literature were sent 
out, including 535 sets to schools and 
fairs. Undoubtedly many new own- 
ers had their interest in Holsteins 
aroused and developed through the 
Association advertising and publicity 
program. 

Looking as the resume’ of the two 
types of promotion, I cannot help 
but couclude that the smart way to 
tromote a breed is not through ‘the 
use of fieldmen, whose contacts are 
so definitely limited, but, rather, 
through the press, with news stories 
and advertising. This applies to ev- 
ery breed association, whether hogs, 
cattle, horses or sheep. 


While I am at it, I might also point 
out some of the fallacious thinking 
of breeders with regard to associa- 
tion breed promotion. Altogether too 
many bredeers feel that their breed 
association should sell their stock for 
them — that that is breed promotion. 
Nothing could be farther from the 
truth. The breed association has the 


job of selling the public — the pros- 
pective buyers — on the breed; not 
on any individual’s herd or any spe- 
cial family or line of breeding. If 
the association does this job well, 
then the individual breeder’s job of 
selling his own herd should be much 
easier, for a much greater demand 
for all animals of the breed will have 
been created. This is as far as fhe 
association can — or rather, should 
go, however. And no breeder 
should criticize his association pro- 
motional campaign if it does a good 
job of interesting people in the 
breed. If it does this and he still 
does not sell his surplus stock, then 
he had better examine his own mer- 
chandising program. 

Enough of editorializing — except 
to say that this comment applies to 
«ll breeds —- not just Holsteins. 
They just gave me an excuse to get 
it off my chest.

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Pacific Island Agriculture 


Major Robert P. Lawrence, who 
was veterinarian at Overbrook for 
several years and is now a Service 
Command Veterinarian in a Pacific 
isJand location, writes interestingly 
to Mark Keeney regarding conditions 
there. We appreciate the opportun- 
ity to pass along liberal extracts from 
this letter for the information of our 
readers. 


Dear Mr. Keeney: 


I think of you and your cows fre- 
quently. My work with cows and 
other animals was interrupted, but I 
will be back with them. I have much 
to do. See somebody got ahead of 
me in publishing their work with 
A.P.L. and cystic ovaries in dairy 
cows. I presented-a paper to the N. 
J. Veterinary Association about five 
years ago but never had it published. 
The anterior pituitary body holds 
the answer to cystic ovaries in the 
dairy cow — I am quite sure. 


Do you still have trouble with ace- 
tonemia? Physiology has many an- 
swers for the dairy cow, because of 
the terrific rate of metabolism going 
on in her body. For the first time in, 
years I am having a chance to go 
back to basic studies in complicated 
physiology. Out here in the Pacific 
I study every night — at home in 
practice I never had the time to study 
—when I wasn’t working I was 
sleeping. However, I am anxious to 
get back to practice. When this war 
is over, I’ll be there. 


The agriculture of the Pacific is- 
lands is interesting. It is a fight 
with the jungles. As near as I can 
make out the first comers got the 
land. In some cases, whole islands 
cf it. These islands are much larger 
than most people realize. At first 
the periphery of the island is re- 
claimed from the jungle. The high- 
way is the ocean. In many islands 
the jungle interior hasn’t been pene- 
trated — or has only been explored 
with great difficulty. At first the 
undergrowth is removed — and cocoa 
and coffee is planted. These crops 
require shade for a few years. Later 
the trees giving the shade are girdled 
and killed. The trees decay and 
cocoanuts are planted 30x30 feet. 
The jungle is forced back a little at 
a time by plantings of coffee and 
cocoa followed by cocoanuts. The 
latter start bearing at about 10-15 
years — reaching their mature yield 
at about 30 years — remaining prof- 
itable for 70-80 years. It seems to 
be a good business. Copora, the dried 
cocoanut meat, brings about $50 a 
ton. The labor is cheap but has to 
be closely supervised. Labor costs 
about fifty cents a day — cash, food, 
crude living quarters and a loin c'oth. 
Cattle are grazed in the cocoanut 
groves to keep down the grass and 
tender jungle plants. The cattle get 
no feed but grass. The quality of the 
cattle varies. I have seen some in 
excellent condition. They help feed 
the laborers. 

I am on a coral island. It is a 
great mass of coral heaved up from 
the sea. It is large and covered with 
dense jungle growth. The soil is a 
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layer of decayed vegetation on the 
coral. It abounds with papayas, 
bananas and many varieties of palms. 
Poinsettas are as numerous as daisies 
at home. Mahogany is used for floor- 
ing in our tents. It is used as. the 
cheapest kind of wood is at home, be- 
cause it is here.

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Liability for Injury by Bulls 


The editor of the World has sug- 
gested that a brief article dealing 
with the legal liability of owners and 
lessees of bulls for injuries to person 
or property caused by them, would 
be of timely interest to the breeders. 
As Association counsel I am glad to 
comply with that suggestion. 


The matter is of ancient origin, 
having been dealt with by the great 
law-giver, Moses, three thousand 
years ago. In the twenty-first chapter 
of Exodus it is said: 


“28. If an ox gore a man ora 
woman, that they die; then the 
ox shall be surely stoned, and 
his flesh shall not be eaten; but 
the owner of the ox shall be 
quit. 

“29. But if the ox were wont 
to push with his horn in time 
past, and it hath, been testifed to 
his owner, and he hath not kept 
him in, but that he hath killed 
aman or a woman; the ox shall 
be stoned, and his owner also 
shall be put to death. 


“30. If there be laid on him a 
sum of money, then he shall 
give for the ransom of his life 
whatsoever is laid upon him.”’ 


~ Thus it will be seen that the di- 
viding line between guilt and inno- 
cence was the owner’s prior knowl- 
edge of the animal’s tendency to de- 
stroy. 

Our courts in modern times have 
almost universally accepted this test 
laid down in the Mosaic law, and 
their decisions that the owner or 
possessor is civilly liable are largely 
based upon such knowledge. There 
are humerous court decisions which 
discuss the liability of the owner or 
possessor (lessee) for personal in- 
jury and property damage caused by 
ferocious bulls, and while it is im- 
possible within the limits of this 
article to refer to them all, it will be 
imstructive, as well as interesting, 
to refer to some of them concretely 
rather than to merely set forth the 
abstract rules of law which the 
courts have announced. 

_In 1940 the Court of Claims of 
New York state (Gaccione vs. State, 


By C. M. HORN 


18 N.Y.S. [2d] 161) held the State 
liable where a four year old bull 
escaped from his enclosure at a State 
Hospital and fatally injured an at- 
tendant working in the barn. In the 
opinion the Court said: 


“The question that remains to 
establish the State’s negligence 
is whether it was likewise fore- 
seeable that if the bull were 
loose in the barn he would in- 
jure someone. It has been held

that the owner is not responsible 
for an injury to another, caused 
by kicking, biting or other vic- 
ious propensity of his animal, 
unless the dangerous character 
of the animal was known to him. 
That knowledge may be brought 
home to him by proof of prior 
acts of a similar kind, or it may 
be imputed from the recognized 
dangerous characteristics of 
such an animal: ‘The owner of 


a domestic animal is bound to 
take notice of the general pro- 
pensities and characteristics of 
the class to which it belongs and 
must anticipate and guard 
against them if of a nature to 
cause injury, for he necessarily 
knows that some act causing in- 
jury will be committed if oppor- 
tunity therefor is afforded.’ Ju- 
dicial notice is taken of what 
animals are domestic, and of the 
habits, instincts and propensities 
of such domestic animals. The 
Court will take judicial notice 
of the fact that a four-year-old 
bull has a dangerous and unpre- 
dictable character. The natural 
males of domestic animals, 
which are kept for breeding pur- 
poses, develop great strength 
after they become a year old 
and, more often than not, de- 
velop mischievous, harmful and 
vicious propensities requiring 
careful oversight and extreme 
care to keep them securely con- 
fined in enclosures from which 
they cannot escape.” 


Thus it will be seen that the Court 
charges the owner with notice of the 
dangerous character of a bull and 
that a loose bull is apt to cause in- 
jury, which holding is not only good 
law but common sense as well. Under 
this decision by a court of one of our 
largest Holstein states, the definite 
duty is laid upon those who are re- 
sponsible for his custody to keep him 
securely confined. 


Sixty-five years before the New 
York decision, viz., in'1879, the em- 
inent Judge Ames in deciding a Mas- 
sachusetts case (Linnehan vs Samp- 
son, 126 Mass. 506), where a suppos- 
edly gentle and easily controlled bull 
being led by only one person through 
the streets of a city, broke loose and 
gored a pedestrian, said: 


“Tt might well be that, pre- 
viously to the injury, the de- 
fendant had had no trouble in 
managing the animal, and no 
knowledge of anything specially 
or peculiarly vicious in his hab- 
its or inclinations. But the jury 








may have believed that he knew, 
what is a matter of common 
knowledge, that a bull is an ex- 
citable and powerful animal, 
and that, if from any accidental 
or unexpected cause he should 
become excited while led or 
driven through a public street, 
he might be dangerous.” 

On the other hand, in 1914 the Su- 
preme Court of Washington (imbued, 
it may be, with western daring) in 
considering the liability of an owner 
of a bull which attacked a man on 
horseback in a corral, said: 

“It cannot be said as a matter 
of law or as a result of common 
observation, that bulls as a class 
are dangerous. Common obser- 
vation and experience teach that 
many of them, and indeed it 
may be said that most of them, 
are not dangerous.” (Gunder- 
son vs. Bieren, 80 Wash. 459) 
Thus we find that the courts are 

divergent in their views, the same as 
breeders themselves would probably 
be if a vote on the question were 
taken. 

In 1910 another New York court, 
of which Nathan L. Miller, one of the 
lawyers for the Association in the 
Cabana case, was then a member, 
said with reference to the owner’s 
duty to observe the temperament of 
the individual animal involved 
(Gropp vs. Great Atlantic & Pacific 
Tea Co., 126 N.Y.S. 211): 

“The owner of a domestic ani- 
mal is bound to take notice, not 
only of the general propensities 
of the class to which it belongs, 
but also of any particular pro- 
pensities peculiar to the animal 
itself, and, if such propensities 
are of a nature to cause injury, 
he must anticipate and guard 
against them.” 

But where a bull has not pre- 
viously manifested or given warning 
of ferocious tendencies, or a likli- 
hood to gore, injure or kill, the 
courts have almost universally held 
that the owner or lessee is not liable 
in damages for a sudden outburst 
resulting in injury to person or dam- 
age to property. Thus, the Supreme 
Court of North Carolina (Banks vs. 
Maxwell, 205 N.C. 233) where’an 
eighteen year old boy, raised on a 
farm, was gored by defendant’s bull 
while driving him to pasture, said: 

“A person injured by a do- 
mestic animal, in order to re- 
cover damages, must show two 
essential facts: (1) the animal 
inflicting the injury must be 
dangerous, vicious, mischievious 
or ferocious, or one termed in 
the law as possessing a vicious 
propensity. (2) The owner must 
have actual or constructive 
knowledge of the vicious pro- 
pensity, character and habits of 
the animal. 

“In the case at bar there was 
no evidence offered tending to 
show that the bull had ever at- 
tacked a person or threatened to 
do so, nor that he was ‘wont to 
push with his horn in time 
past’; nor was there evidence 
that the owner had actual or 
constructive (implied) knowl- 
edge of any vicious propensity of 
the animal. It is true that a wit- 
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ness said that each morning 
when the bull was turned out of 
the pen ‘he would bellow, paw 
the ground, and burrow in the 
ground with his head.’ Those 
bred to the soil perhaps know 
that such acts on the part of a 
normal bull constituted per se 
no more than boastful publicity 
or propaganda, doubtless de- 
signed by the animal to inform 
his bovine friends and admirers 
that he was arriving upon the 
scene.”’ 

These expressions come from the 
Supreme Court of the State of our 
late lamented vice-president, Mr. R. 
O. Lindsay, and furnish a refreshing 
mixture of good humor and law. 

The above principle has likewise 
been authoritatively declared by the 
highest court of New York (Benoit 
vs. Troy & L. R. Co., 154 N. Y. 223) 
in the following language: 

“The general principles which 
govern the liability of the owner 
of domestic animals for personal 
injury caused by them are well 
settled. The owner is not respon- 
sible for an injury to another, 
caused by kicking, biting, or 
other vicious propensity of such 
animal, unless the dangerous 
character of the animal was 
known to the owner. Such 
knowledge may be brought 
home to him by proof of prior 
acts of a similar kind to that 
charged in the complaint com- 
mitted by the animal of which 
the owner had notice, or it may 
be imputed from its known dan- 
gerous character. In the absence 
of such knowledge or notice, an 
injury caused by such animal 
gives no right of action; but 
when the vicious habit or char- 
acter of the animal becomes 
known to the owner, and he 
thereafter continues to keep the 
animal, he keeps it at his peril, 
and renders himself liable for 
any subsequent injury to an- 
other caused by its viciousness. 
This doctrine is founded on prin- 
ciples of humanity and the 
solicitude of the law for the pro- 
tection of human life. The cases 
are frequent where actions have 
been maintained for injuries re- 
sulting from the bite of dogs, 
the biting or kicking of horses, 
the goring of bulls, or other ani- 
mals.” 

Of particular interest regarding 
the responsibility of one who has a 
bull under lease is the case of Holt 
ys. Leslie decided by the Supreme 
Court of Arkansas in 1915 (173 S.W. 
191), because there the liability not 
of the owner of a vicious animal (a 
dog), but of the express company 
which had him in custody for trans- 
portation was involved. The Court 
held the express company liable be- 
cause its agent knew of his vicious 
character, saying: 

“Tf one knowingly keeps a 
vicious or dangerous animal, 
one accustomed to bite man- 
kind, he is liable for injuries 
done by such animal, without 
proof of negligence as to the 
manner in which the animal was 
kept and handled. The mere 
keeping of such an animal, 


knowing its vicious an 
ous qualities, is at t 
the owner (except as 
= and renders hi 
amages to one injured pb 
animal. Without any prone a 
negligence, the owner of such an 
animal, having knowledge of its 
vicious and dangerous propen- 
sities, will be held liable in dam- 
ages for injuries done by it 
Scienter in such cases ig the 
basis of liability. 


“The express company was a 
bailee for hire of the dog (this 
being similar to the transaction 
where one has a bull under 
lease), and proof of scienter on 
its part brings it within the gen- 
eral doctrine above stated. Hay- 
ing in its possession the animal 
and knowing its vicious propen- 
sities, as the jury were war- 
ranted in finding, the express 
company was as responsible for 
its safe-keeping and was to the 
same extent liable for injuries 
inflicted by the dog as if it had 
been the owner thereof.” 


In another case where a man work- 
ing in a stockyard handling large 
numbers of cattle, was injured by a 
vicious bull, a Missouri court held 
(124 S.W. [2d] 534) the stockyard 
company not responsible as there was 
no duty upon it to make inquiry of 
the vicious propensities of the ani- 
mals where there were no facts which

It of course goes without saying 
that if one having a bull in his cus- 
tody and control negligently allows 
him to escape so that he injures an- 
other, he will be liable in damages 
for such injuries. (Crawford vs. Kan- 
sas City Stockyards Co., 73 S.W. [2d] 
308) But in such case the cus- 
todian’s negligence must be shown. 
(Creeger vs. Springfield Rendering 
Co., 200 N.E. 352 [Massachusetts 
1936]). 


The courts also hold that where a 
bull escapes from his owner and 
while trespassing on another’s prem- 
ises inflicts injury on a person, the 
owner is liable whether or not he 
knew of the vicious tendency of the 
bull. Thus, the Supreme Court of 
Arkansas (Field vs. Viraldo, 216 S. 
W. 8) held the owner liable where 
his bull escaped from the pasture and 
attacked and injured a woman im- 
mediately in front of her house and 
this notwithstanding the bull had 
shown no previous vicious tendencies, 
the Court saying: 

“The owner is liable for a 
trespassing animal whether he 
knows of the vicious propens- 
ities or not, and is liable for in 
juries inflicted by a vicious anl- 
mal not trespassing only in case 
of knowledge on the part of the 
owner of such propensities of 
the animal. The liability of one 
case rests on the fact that the 
animal is trespassing, and in the 
other on the known vicious pro- 
pensities of the animal, the law 
placing on the owner the duty 
of restraining the animal of 
known vicious propensities, like- 
ly to result in injury to others.

not-as-stylish white bull shown by 
the Ben Dibble, Allen Hetts, Orson 
Williams combination, and 7 other 
good contenders, he annexed the 
jerry Riordan trophy for Elmwood 
Farms, its second win (Maytag and 
Franlo Farms also have two marks 
on the cup), 

In the championship class he had 
two good older bulls to beat — Chip 
of Nettie and Aaggie, Franlo’s famed 
3-year-old senior sire who has devel- 
oped with all the promise he showed 
as an All-American calf into a big, 
deep-bodied fellow, exceptionally 
good on the rump; and Albrecht 
Bros.’ noted herd sire, Dunloggin 
Belwin, last year’s grand champion, 
this year’s top aged bull. ‘“‘Belwin’’ 
bad many ringside fans for the cham- 
pionship decision; but though he was 
better rumped than the 2-year-old, 
and hard to fault up front, he didn’t 
have the flash to bring the purple 
tanner home. 

The junior champion bull was a 
“Chip’’ son from Franlo Farms, first 
in the calf class over an equally good 
(but over-filled) brother in second 
place.

Franlo Farms, Hopkins, Minn. 
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Meierkord Herd Dispersing 


By E. A. DAWDY 


Back in 1920 the late Henry J. 
Meierkord laid the foundation for 
the great herd of Holstein cattle that 
we find today at the Meierkord Hol- 
siein Farm at Linn, Kansas. During 
the '20’s, the foundation of the herd 
consisted mainly of some outstand- 
ing females purchased in Wisconsin. 

In 1930 the herd started on a 
breeding program that has made it 
one of the outstanding breeding es- 
tablishments in the middle and 
southwest states. In that year, Mr. 
Meierkord hired Raymond Appleman 
of Mulvane, Kansas, to take over the

active management of the herd. Mr. 
Appleman has been identified with 
Holsteins all his life in the Mulvane 
area where the famous Governor 
Stubbs’ herd was located. Since that 
time the breeding program and ac- 
tive management of the herd has 
been left entirely in his capable 
hands. 

Also in 1930, several purchases of 
foundation animals were made that 
were to play an important part in 
the breeding program. Sir Billy De 
Kol Jennie was brought to the farm 
from the A. J. King Dispersal. “Billy” 





became popular in Kansas and he 
left two things in the Meierkord 
herd that were of lasting value—uni- 
formity of type, and high milk pro- 
duction. This sire proved popular 
with the Kansas breeders and up un- 
til 1938 there was no bull in Kansas 
that had more registered sons in 
service than old “‘Billy”’. 


Two Brood Cows 


.Pauline Ollie Polkadot, purchased 
in 1930, was a cow that dominated 
the Kansas show ring for several 
years and influenced the futyre type 
program at Meierkord Farm. Later 
twenty-six head of purebreds were 
selected from the Mulvane area by 
Mr. Appleman, nearly all being des- 
cendants of Canary Paul Fobes 
Homestead. Sons of Canary Paul 
Fobes Homestead had been used by 
Stubbs Farm and George Appleman. 
From these two herds, Carl Goodin 
and Charles High selected their bulls 
from these two herds came the real 
foundation cows we find descendants 


_of today. The most noted animal to 


come out of this purchase was Good- 
in Fayne Netherland. Seventy per 
cent of the Meierkord herd today 
traces to this grand old brood cow, 
a great granddaughter of Canary 
Paul Fobes Homestead. 


The Triunes 

In 1935 the herd was ready for 
another proven bull, Fredmar Sir 
Fobes Triune 600230, was purchased 
in that year from William Molle- 
hagen at Lorraine, Kansas. ‘““‘Triune”’ 
as he became known to Holstein 
breeders, started the Meierkord herd 
on its road to glory both in produc- 
tion and type. The old bull—still in 
active service and selling in the dis- 
persal sale—was a son of Triune Su- 
preme out of a daughter of Lady 
Pride Pontiac Lieuwkje. With little 
to recommend the bull as far as rec- 
ords of his immediate ancestry, he 
was developed into the only Silver 
Medal Sire in Kansas. 

The Show Ring 

Meierkord Holsteins have played 
an important part in the Show ring 
of Kansas. In 1938, the Get of Old 
“Billy” was first at both Kansas 
Fairs. ‘ Meierkord Billy Netherland 
Fancy, as a four-year-old, took the

In 1940, the Triunes started 
attracting attention with the first 
prize Triune Get at both fairs. In 
1941, the Triune Get was first in 
Nebraska, Topeka, and Hutchinson. 
Meierkord Triune Inka Spot, a mem- 
ber of the Get, as a four-year-old, 
went to Waterloo and placed 3rd in

her class. In 1942, the last year for 
the Meierkord herd to show, a differ- 
ent Triune Get was first at Nebraska, 
Topeka, Hutchinson and Oklahoma 
City. Meierkord Triune Snowball 
Blossom was undefeated at Colorado, 
Nebraska, the two Kansas Fairs, and 
Oklahoma, Meierkord Sir Triune 
Ormsby, a double grandson of old 
“Triune”’ was first as a bull calf on 
the same circuit and received honor- 
able mention—All-American Honors. 
Testing—Classifying 


Production testing has always been 
au fundamental requirement of the 
Meierkord herd. Mr. Meierkord start- 
ed testing in DHIA work in 1920, and 
continuous records have been kept 
since. The first year the herd went 
over 400 lbs. was in 1931, one year 
after Mr. Appleman took over the 
management of the herd. Since that 
time the average has been increas- 
ing, the highest being 505 Ibs. in 
1941 on 3X. The herd has just fin- 
ished its third year on HIR with a 
429-lb. average, partially on 2X and 
partially on 3X. Miss Triune Koni- 
gen Supreme, a four-year-old classi- 
fied ‘““Very Good”, made 902 Ibs. fat. 
Many’ six and seven hundred pound 
daughters are in the herd today and 
are selling in the dispersal. During 
the last ten years, the herd average 
is 421 lbs. fat.

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How Much is Enough?

A continuation of the discussion ‘‘Chip 
Off the Old Block’’, which appeared in 
the August 19 World. 


HAT is the normal regression 
to be expected in Holstein cat- 
tle? How fast can we normally ex- 
pect daughters from low producing 
herds to climb back up toward the 
breed average? How fast can we 
normally expect daughters from high 
producing cows to fall back toward 
the breed average? If we could es- 
tablish this fact, we would have a 
measuring stick for our bulls — for 
any bull If we know how fast (or 
how far in terms of actual produc- 
tion) daughters should normally 
climb back or fall back, then we 
would know whether Bull A is a nor- 
mal (average) bull or whether he is 
better or worse than average and 
how far in terms of actual produc- 
words, we would know how big the 
chips off the old block (daughters 
compared to dams) should normally 
be an thus we would be able to ap- 
praise a bull with some degree of 
fairness and justice. We should then 
no longer praise a bull just because 
he raised production (from low 
dams), nor condemn him just be- 
cause he lowered production (from 
high dams). If he raises production 
from low dams enough, he should be 
praised; if he lowers production from 
high dams enough, he should be con- 
demned. 
The question boils down then to 
learning How much is enough?

From the records which you have 
been getting on your cows — especi- 
ally those secured in the Herd Test 
over the past 14 years, we can get 
our answer to that all-important 
question — How much is enough? 

The writer used Vol. 14 of the 
Holstein-Friesian Red Book for his 
source material to find the normal 
regression of groups of daughters on 
their dams. There are 961 such 
groups in this volume. 


Now with the mates’ and daugh- 
ters’ averages from these 961 bulls, 
it is easy to figure out the correlation 
between the 961.groups of dams and 
the resulting 961 groups of daugh- 
ters. In each case, there were 6 or 
more daughter-dam pairs and an av- 
erage of 16 daughter-dam pairs for 
each bull. 

We put then into what is called a 
correlation surface. This is like 
setting down on a sheet of paper the 
records of all the groups of dams be- 
tween 10,000 and 10,250 pounds pro- 
duction and opposite each dam group 
the production of the daughters. The 
same of those groups of dams pro- 
cucing between 10,250 and 10,500; 
10,500 to 10,750, and son on all the 
way to the highest group of dams 
at 21,250 to 21,500 pounds. (There 
were too few groups of dams over 
21,500 to give a reliable figure.) 
Then we simply add up and average 
all the daughter groups from each 
class of dams. 

The results for amount of milk 
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are shown in Table 1 with all records 
reduced to a C basis.

You see from this table that groups 


of dams at the 8715 pound level had 
daughters at the 10240 pound level 
those at the 9545 pound level had 
daughters at the 10968 pound level 
and so on. 

Now we can put these figures into 
a graph which- will make it a little 
easier for you to see the relation- 
ships. 

Figure 1. Graph of Regression 
of Daughters on Dams. 961 
Holstein Bulls. 

In this graph the dams are grouped 
from lowest to highest at the left 
hand side and the line marked Dams 
connects all these points. Then the 
daughters of each group of dams 
were plotted across the graph and 
connecting these daughter locations 
with a line gives. us the line marked 
Daughters. If you start at the middle 
of the graph where the Dam-Daugh- 
ter lines cross and follow the Dams’ 
line down, you will see that the 
Daughter line also goes down but 
enly about one-half as fast. If you 
start at the center and follow the 
Dams’ line up you will see that the 
Daughter line also goes up but only 

about one-half as fast. 

The dotted line across the graph 
is a line which is going up and down 
from the average just one-half as 
fast. as the Dams’ line goes up or 
down. You see how closely the line 
cf the Daughters comes to the theo- 
retical one-half as fast (dotted) line. 
The data from these 961 bulls 
(15525 dams and their daughters) 
gives an average of about 14800 
pounds of milk on a B basis with @ 
test of 3.46 percent. On a C basis 
the milk average is about 12000 
pounds. 

From the correlation surface and 
some mathematics, we worked out 
the figure for the correlation between 
these 961 groups of dams and their 
daughters which for practical pur- 
poses is the Regression of daughters 
on their dams. This figure is .56. 
The Regression of Daughters on 
Dams in Holsteins for amount of 
milk is .56. Regression probably sug- 
gests to you something about going 
backwards. This is unfortunate be- 
cause it means going forward (upD- 
ward from the average) just as much 
as it does going backwards (down- 
ward from the average). Regression 
in the biological sense is simply the 
correlation between daughters and 
dams due to inheritance, plus the 
fact that daughters and dams in the 
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parn tend to produce at some- 
phere near the same levels because 
jimilar environments. 

of their § 

Now to get back to our bulls, which 
js what this article is about. 

a regression of .5 means that, on 
the average, groups of daughters 
can normally be expected to rise or 
fall from the breed average .5° or 
one-half as fast as their dams. 

The Holstein Breed average as 
proved by the figures of production 
in the Herd Test is 12,000 pounds of 
346 percent milk per lactation of 
approximately 305 days, cows milked 
twice a day and at mature age. This 
figure was checked by averaging 7,- 
099 recent records from the cow 
cards in the files at Brattleboro, giv- 
ing a figure of 12,000 pounds of milk 
vith a 3.46 test on a C basis. 

If then we have a herd at the 8,- 
900 pound level and breed these cows 
to an average (12,000 pound bull, 
we expect normally to get a crop of 
daughters which will average 10,000 
pounds—one-half of the way up from 
§.000 pounds toward the breed aver- 
age of 12,000 pounds. This bull has 
raised production 2,000 pounds, but 
he is just an ‘‘average bull’’—that’s 
what an “average bull’’ will do. If 
these daughters had produced 11,000 
pounds instead of the normal ex- 
pectation of 10,000 pounds, then we 
could begin to shout a little about 
this bull because his daughters pro- 
duced 1000 pounds above normal ex- 
pectations. 

Now at the other end of the scale. 
If we have a herd at the 16,000 
pound level and their daughters fall 
back to the 14,000 pound level, we 
would have an average bull of the 
breed because 14,000 is just one-half 
of the way down from 16,000 to 12,- 
(00. This bull has lowered produc- 
tion 2,000 pounds and would prob- 
ably be severely condemned (poor 
cuss he can only transmit what he’s 
got; i. e., a sample half of-what his 
sire and dam transmitted to him— 
if we want our bulls to transmit bet- 
ter we have got to give them the 
wherewithal with which to do so 
by selecting proper parents for 
them). Now perhaps he should be 
condemned but he is an average bull 
which means that he is better than 
about one-half or one-third of all 
bulls. An average always means 
there are about as many ‘below the 
average as there are above it. It is 
obvious that this bull is not good 
enough to continue in use in this 
16,000 pound herd but he would bo 
a pretty good job in lots of herds be- 
low the breed average and about half 
our herds are in this group. 

Suppose this bull’s daughters had 
Produced 15,000 pounds of milk. He 
still scald be likely to be generally 
cussed because he lowered produc- 
Hon 1,000 pounds. We only “nor- 
mally expect” 14,000 pound daugh- 
ters from a group of 16,000 pound 
cows, but this bull’s daughters pro- 
duced 15,000 pounds or 1,000 pounds 
more than expected. He is that much 
patter than an average bull of the 
reed, still not good enough for this 


herd but a darn good bull for lots of 
herds. 


So now that we know the normal 
regression of daughters on dams in 


Holsteins perhaps we can judge our 
lulls a little more fairly. How big 


are the chips off those old blocks?— 
groups of daughters in comparison 
with their dams? One-half as big 
as the amount by which the dams 
exceed or fall short of the breed av- 
erage. 

Some breeders like to try to judge 
bulls on the basis of their daughters 
alone without any reference to the 
average production of their dams. 
This practice has very serious pit- 
falls. 

Here are two groups of daughters. 
Bull A’s daughters average 13,000 
pounds and so do Bull B’s daughters. 
Are these two bulls then similar in 
their breeding powers? That all de- 
pends. Depends on what? Depends 
on what the two groups of dams av- 
eraged. lLet’s say Bull A’s mates 
averaged 9,000 pounds. Now from 
9,000 pound dams (as a group) we 
normally expect 10,500 pound daugh- 
ters, but Bull A’s daughters beat this 
by 2,500 pounds so Bull A is 2,500 
pounds better than average. And 
let’s assume bull B’s mates averaged 
16,000 pounds. Well, from a group 
of 16,000 pound dams we normally 
expect 14,000 pound daughters, but 
Bull B gave us 13,000 pound daugh- 
ters. This is 1,000 pounds below 
rormal expectations, so Bull B is 
1,000 pounds poorer than an average 
bull. Putting these two things to- 
gether we get a difference of 3,500 
rounds between these two bulls in 
spite of the fact that their daughters 
averaged the same and due to the 
fact that the bulls were mated to 
groups of cows of differing levels of 
production. So we can’t properly 
judge a bull by his daughters alone 
without reference to the level of 
production of the dams of those 
daughters. In plain words, we need 
all the facts — not a selected few. 


The seeming paradox of progres- 
sive herd improvement in spite of 
the use of a succession of bulls all of 
which lower production of daugh- 
ters as compared to dams is now per- 
heps more easily understood. Since, 
as stated earlier, the dams which 
remain in a herd are a carefully se- 
lected group, the best ones being re- 
tained the longest, while their daugh- 
ters are not so carefully selected 
when their first records are made 
(but will be more intensively selected 
following their first records) it fol- 
lows naturally that we can generally 
expect groups of daughters of bulls 
in our best herds to fail to come up 
to the average production of their 
dams. Yet by saving only the best 
daughters of these successive bulls 
for breeding purposes, the herd can 
show a steady year by year increase 
in production although no bull’s 
daughters on the average and on 
their first records (corrected to ma- 
turity) exceed their respective dams’ 
average in production. This, of 
course, will not happen if the choice 
of bulls has been too poor or un- 
successful. 

In all this discussion we are as- 
suming that the environmental con- 
ditions for the mates and daughters 
of all these bulls has been normal. 
If the feed, health, management, etc., 
for a group of dams or daughters or 
toth has been abnormal in any one 
or several respects, then, of course, 
we need not expect our‘established 
pattern of daughters rising or fall- 
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ing from the breed average just one- 
half as fast as their dams to hold as 
closely as it does under normal con- 
ditions. 

Now, how about butterfat test? 
Well, the records from these 961 
bulls were studied in this regard 
also and with practically identical 
results. Our “normal expectation” 
for test is that groups of daughters 
will rise or fall from the breed aver- 
age just about one-half as fast as 
their dams. 

We have tried to be careful to al- 
ways say groups of dams and groups 
of daughters. Don’t get the idea that 
we expect this one-half business to 
hold true for any individual dam and 
her daughter. It probably and gen- 
erally will not. It is only good for 
groups. Individuals may rise or fall 
much faster or much slower. But 
when you put a lot of individuals to- 
gether into a group, the fast risers 
will generally be balanced by slow 
risers, thus giving the average rate 


2oi about ‘one-half as fast for a group 


of daughters as for their dams. 

Now that we know the normal re- 
gression of daughters on dams for 
the Holstein Breed, we at once real- 
ize that it should be employed in the 
process of indexing bulls. Fortunate- 
ly, the Equal-Parent index which 
your breed is now using, is based on 
a theoretical regression of one-half. 
Perhaps a later article will be forth- 
coming, which will discuss the 
whole matter of indexing and point 
cut a possible alternative to the 
Equal-Parent method of indexing. 

This regression rate of one-half 
can, of course, be put into table form 
centering on the breed average of 
12,000 pounds for milk and 3.46 per- 
cent for test. This has been done in 
Table 2 for milk and Table 3 for test. 

Now let’s say a final word about 
regression and about the use of 
Tables 2 and 3. If your herd were 
at the 15,500 pound level in milk 
you would consult Table 2 and there 
find the figure 15,500 pounds under 
dams and opposite this the figure 
13,750 pounds under daughters. Does 
this mean that your individual herd 
is going to drop to 13,750 pounds? 
No, it does not mean that. Your 
berd may go up to 17,000 or 18,000 
pounds, or it may drop to 10,000 
pounds depending on the inheritance 
for milk yield present in the bull you 
are using. 

The figure 13,750 1s simply the 
half-way mark in the descent from 
15,500 pounds (your present herd) 
to the breed average of 12,000 
pounds. Since we have found that 
normal or average regression in 
Holsteins is .5 our normal expecta- 
tion for daughters from a group of 
cows either above 12,000 or below 
12,000 is that they (the daughters) 
will fall back half-way to the breed 
average (from-a group of dams above 
the average) or climb back up half- 
way to the breed average (from a 
sroup of dams below the breed av- 
erage). They will not necessarily do 
anything of the sort. What they do 
depends on their sire. If he is an 
“average’”’ bull in your assumed 165,- 
500 pound herd they will be expected 
te do about 13,750 pounds; if he is 
“better than average’’ they will ex-

sith complete assurance, Economists generally look for 
sshort recession in business activity and some unemploy- 
gent during the reconversion period, and then several 
wars of booming business while the stupendous accumu- 
ied civilian needs are being supplied. 

What this pattern will do to the market for purebred 
qolsteins is a matter of opinion. Congress has given 
ygislative assurance that dairy prices will be maintained 
“not less than 90% of parity for a period of two years 
ster the cessation of hostilities. Surplus stocks of dairy 
ommodities, under a bill very recently approved by the 
Ts, Senate, may be sold abroad at lower prices, but may 
‘sot be dumped in this country at less than the prevailing 
jomestic price or 90% of parity, whichever is higher. 
This should give some assurance against any disastrous 
teak in dairy products prices when the war ends. This 
gems to put a reasonably firm floor under prices of grade 
‘jsiry cows and commercial types of purebreds for this 
yriod. High quality animals will take care of them- 
vlves. There is never a surplus of them. 

The feed situation, on the whole, is good but spotty 
us to localities that have been hard hit by the drouth. 
This might make some local differences in markets for 
ttle. We anticipate definite improvement in the farm 
labor situation, as layoffs take place in war plants. This 
vould be a factor for expansion of some herds. General 
jrice inflation is not expected to become any less as long 
asthe Government is in the market for large additional 
loans. While the present financial situation is in much 
letter control than was the case in the other war, we 
ramnot forget the fact that Holstein prices, and the farm 
market generally, did not reach their peak until over a 
year after the armistice. 

Without any doubt taxes will continue high for many 
years, and we look for business earnings likewise to be 
large. Experience of the past has shown that this com- 
bination is rather directly reflected in the market de- 
mand for purebred dairy cattle. 

It appears to us, therefore, that the long-range out- 
look for Holstein prices is excellent. Whether or not a 
lemporary recession in prices may come with the ending 
of the war, we cannot feel that it will be drastic or will 
touch off any such decline as we hed starting in the late 
months of 1920, accelerated by the great amount of pur- 
chases that had been made on credit. The present mar- 
ket is pretty soundly based.

On the Cover 


The cover illustration for this issue is Sir Taylaker 
Ormsby Gettie, just designated by the National Associa- 
tion the 39th Gold Medal Proven Sire of the breed. He 
was bred and developed in the herd of his present own- 
ers, Mr. and Mrs. J. W. Taylor of Visalia, California. 

Sir Taylaker Ormsby Gettie was born Mary 28, 1933, 
at the Taylaker ranch, and he represents 15 years of 
their own breeding and achievements in careful selec- 
tion and herd development. His sire, King Pietertje 
Lyons Ormsby, was a noted proven meritorious sire in 
California, and his dam, Chimacum Beauty Gettie, is a 
grand old breeding matron with a lifetime total produc- 
tion of 178,949 lbs. of milk and 5,923.8 Ibs. of fat in 11 
lactations. She is still living and producing. She is the 
dam also of one of the best heifers at Taylaker, Taylaker 
Ormsby Thunderbolt, who produced 625.6 lbs. fat as a 
first-calf heifer, and currently has well over 650 Ibs. in 
the first 11 months of her second-calf record. 

“Gettie’” has an HIR index of 849 lbs. fat, 3.75% 
test, 22,640 Ibs. milk on a 3X mature basis, including 14 
pairs of dams and daughters, and showing a sizeable in- 
crease for all three production factors, milk, fat and test. 

Nineteen of his daughters have been officially classi- 
fied by Inspector T. E. Elder, with an average score of’ 
83.9 points, as follows: one “excellent”, eight ‘“‘very 
good’’, seven “good plus’, and three ‘“‘good’’. He is 
classified ‘‘very good’’, and he also has a creditable show 
record at California county and State Fairs, with a 6th 
place ribbon at the Treasure Island National Dairy Show 
in 1939. 

“Gettie’’, at 11 years of age, is the senior herd sire 
at Taylaker, and assisting him in service is his maternal 
brother, Taylaker Aristocrat, and his son, Sir Taylaker 
Ormsby Gettie 19th. 

The Taylaker herd was the second highest producing 
herd of 16-30 cows in the nation last year on two-time 
milking in HIR test, with a 27-cow average of 506.7 lbs. 
of fat from 14,944 lbs. milk. Daughters of “Gettie’”’ ac- 
counted for much of this exceptionally high production, 
their highest records ranging from 419.3 lbs. (at 25 
months) to 804.8 lbs. at 2% years, a World Record on 
3X milking when it was made. 

Simultaneously with the announcement of the Tay- 
laker Gold Medal award, came the report of two others 
within the same county (Tulare), one owned by Rocky 

Hill Farms, Visalia, and the other by F. S. Borror & 
Son, Springville. These will be featured in succeeding 
issues of the World. It is noteworthy that never before 
in the history of the breed have three Gold Medal Sires 
been announced at the same time in any single state, 
much less within a single county. It is an achievement 
which should direct wide attention to the fine dairy 
cattle in California’s breeding herds.

In spite of serious labor shortages 
and transportation difficulties, Mary- 
land Holstein breeders held three 
field day shows the first week in 
August and a state round-up show on 
August 12. For holding field day 
shows the state is divided into five 
districts. Two districts were unable 
to make arrangements for shows this 
year. Those which held shows were: 
Western Maryland, Kent-Cecil, and 
Eastern Shore. 

The Western Maryland show was 
one of the largest ever held in the 
state. It overshadowed even the 
state round-up. A total of 56 exhib- 
itors showed 141 animls. It was held 
in Sigler’s Grove, Middletown, Md., 
on August 1. The outstanding fea- 
ture of the show was the part played 
by the 4-H club members. Of the 
56 exhibitors, exactly half, 28 were 
4-H club members and they showed 
61 of the 141 animals. The 4-H club 
animals not only competed in the 
show but they took a fair share of 
the honors. In the two-year-old and 
four-yr.-old cow classes, 4-H club ani- 
raals stood first and second. In sev- 
eral other classes they placed sec- 
ond. The second place winner in 
the two-year-old bull class was Dun- 
loggin Master Oraggie, the bull Joyce 
Remsberg won in the 1941 National 
4-H Club Essay Contest. 

One of the highlights of the show 
was the heifer calf class which had 
a total of 42 entries. Because of the 
large number, the class was divided. 
The bull calf class had to be divided 
also. 

Both grand champions were re- 
peaters from the 1943 show. The 
grand champion bull was Dunloggin 
Matador Della owned by Frank G. 
Remsberg, J. Homer Remsberg, and 
Ira D. Ifert. The grand champion 
cow was Rolling Knoll Inka Niko 
Fobes, owned by McKendree Walker 
and Sons.

Floyd J. Arnold, Extension Dairy- 
man, judged the Eastern Shore show. 


The state round-up show might 
have been called the show of cham- 
rions, for that is about what it was. 
Only the first and second place win- 
ners in the district shows, if the own- 
ers ‘wanted to show them, were elig- 
ibie to compete. It was held at Mc- 
Donogh School on a very hot day, but 
even so, a lot of interest was at- 
tracted. As would be expected, many 
of the placings were close. Through- 
cut the show, however, the Western 
Maryland winners had the edge over 
the others. The Western Maryland 
grand champions were among the re- 
peaters. Howard C. Barker, Bel Air, 
Maryland, judged the show.

STANISLAUS COUNTY Cari. 
FORNIA HOLSTEIN BREEDERS 
“LOOK AHEAD” 


Under ‘the direction of Luther 
Thompson, veteran secretary of Stan- 
isiaus County, California Holstein 
Breeders’ Association, a “post-war 
planning conference” was conducted 
May 26. Glen M. Householder, Di- 
rector of the Extension Service, The 
Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America, summarized conclusions ar- 
rived at by the group, made up of 
Holstein breeders from several gee- 
tions of California who visited the 
Kidd Brothers’ farm, Freeman & 
Sons, Walter Kling, Leo Hedegarde 
A. C. Pollard, Fosberg & Sons. 


The large assemblage of practical 
Holstein dairymen-breeders who par- 
ticipated in this tour and conference 
were in final agreement that the post- 
war period would require: 


1—Large, robust, hungry purebred 
Holstein cows capable of consuming 
greater quantities of feed and of 
standing the rigors of milk produc- 
tion over a greater number of years 
than have cows of any breed in pre- 
war days. In other words, an agree- 
ment was reached that the successful 
dairyman of the future must milk 
fewer cows, better fed for tre- 
mendously higher production per 
unit than has been produced in the 
past. 


2—That in post-war days a near- 
balanced ration will be grown on the 
farm of every successful dairyman. 
Fertilized pasture, grass mixtures 
particularly adapted to milk produc- 
tion, and greatly improved hay-mak- 
ing methods will reduce the feeding 
of concentrates. 


3—That dairymen of the future, 
both grade and purebred operators, 
will be “‘type-conscious” particularly 
in connection with the relationship 
between crooked legs, weak pasterns, 
poorly constructed feet, and the size, 
quality, shape, and attachment of 
the udder to the body of a cow. The 
great hope for future control of mas- 
titis lies in well-held-up udders of 
high quality and strong attachment. 
Better feet and legs will eliminate 4 
major part of cramps, rheumatism, 
and sore feet from the milking herd. 

4—-That dairymen of every cate 
gory must join in cooperative groups 
to assist in financing research intend- 
ed to establish the superior nutritive 
values of milk and its products and 
to participate in the advertising ° 
a world-wide basis the virtues of 
milk as a high-ranking human food.

WAGE CEILINGS FOR CALIF. 
DAIRY WORKERS 

California Wage Board of War 
Food Administration has established 
wage ceilings for the Los Angeles 
area, setting the base pay for ma- 
chine and hand milkers at $205 per 
month, for a full string of 30 cows 
for hand milking and 60 cows for 
machine milking, except in certified 
dairies. If a string of less than 
60 machine-milked cows produces a 
basic poundage of 1900 lbs. milk it 
is considered a full string; in hand- 
milked short strings, the full pound- 
age for Holsteins in 1050 lbs., 950 for 
mixed strings and 850 for Guernseys 
or Jerseys. One day off per month 
is figured. 

A bonus of 12%c a month is al- 
lowed on machine-milked strings for 
each daily average pound over the 
base of 1900, and 25c per month is 
allowed for each daily pound milked 
above the daily average poundage on 
hand-milked strings. 

Maximum wage for relief milkers 
is $12 per day for one to six days, 
and $7 for one milking. Milk fur- 
nished to milkers is figured at actual 
ranch value. Minimum deduction 
for board and lodging is $40 per 
month. 

Maximum wage for milkhouse men 
is $195 per month.

ASSOCIATIONS IN THE UNITED 
STATES ACTIVE JANUARY 1, 1944 
(as reported by State extension 
dairymen) 

On January 1, 1944 there were 
954 associations in operation, with 
20,825 herds consisting of 561,587 
cows on test. Compared with January 
1, 1943, this represents a decrease of 
103 or 9.7 percent, in number of 
associations; a decrease of 3,330 or 
13.8 percent, in number of herds; 
and a decrease of 55,385, or 9.0 per- 
cent, in number of cows on test. 





California with 102,561 cows on 
test, leads the States in number of 
cows being tested. Pennsylvania, 
with 119 associations leads in num- 
ber of associations, and Pennsylvania 
with 2,699 herds also leads in num- 
ber of herds tested. California with 
13.0 percent of the dairy cows of 
that state on test, leads the States in- 
percentage of cows being tested. 

Utah, with 546 herds on test, has a 
larger percentage (26.1) of herds on 
test in comparison with the number 
of herds of 10 cows or more, than 
any other State.

FOREIGN MARKETS To BE 
UNIMPORTANT 

Alfred Ghormley of Carnation Milk 
Company, speaking at a recent meet- 
ing of the California Dairy Council 
stated that no substantia] foreign 
market for U. S. milp products should 
be anticipated forter the war, except 
for a limited period of two or three 
years at most. He looks for prompt re- 
habilitation of European herds 
which apparently have not been as 
seriously depleted as had been 
feared. He mentioned the experi- 
ence of Carnation plants in Holland. 
which were carefully spared in the 
blitz, and has since been operated 
by the Germans. The butterfat, in- 
terestingly, has gone to Germany for 
use in making explosives. He looks 
for a great further expansion of 
dairying in South America, with sur- 
plus supplies of milk products ayvail- 
able for export at prices we cannot 
duplicate. He emphasized the im- 
portance of all branches of the 
cairy industry here working closely 
together in developing the home 
market. 





ZIMMERMAN HERD COMES BACK 


The Holstein-Friesian Association 
of America announces that the herd 
of Lewis A. Zimmerman, Lehighton, 
Penn., has completed another year 
in the Herd Test with the sensation- 
al average of 662.0 lbs. fat, 17,647 
lbs. milk, 3.8% for 22 cows. The 
average lactation in the year was 
324 days and the herd was milked 
three times daily. This follows their 
1943 average of 731.9 lbs. fat, 19,- 
983 lbs. milk, 3.7% for 16 cows in 
an average lactation of 325 days, 
which is the highest herd average 
ever recorded in herd test for any 
breed. In the year preceding, which 
was its first in the Herd Test, this 
herd made an average of 625.9 lbs. 
fat, 17,927 lbs. milk, 3.5% for 16 
cows. However, for 16 years pre 
ceding that the herd has been in 
Pennsylvania DHIA test, with 4 
grand average for the period well 
above 500 Ibs. fat. The three years 
of 1939, 40 and 41 were each above 
600 Ibs., which now gives them six 
consecutive years each above 600 
lbs.

Official type classification has 
played its part in developing the 
Meierkord herd to a high degree of 
acceptable type. The herd has been 
classified four times with the daugh- 
ters of “‘Triune’’ reaching the aver- 
age score of 83.4. Fifty daughters 
of “Triune’” have been officially 
classified with two excellent; eight- 
een, very good; twenty-five, good 
plus; four good, and one fair. More 
than half of the present herd, old 
enough to classify, are sired by ‘‘Tri- 
une” and average 83.8. 


Note should be made of the fact 
that in the last fourteen years, only 
two bulls have been used to any ex- 
tent in the herd — old “Billy” from 
1930 to 1937, and “Triune’’ from 
1935 to 1944, both of them proven 
on production and both with classi- 
fied daughters. 

Triune Did the Job 

This story would not be complete 
without elaborating more upon the 
effect “‘Triune” has had upon the 
herd. His ability to sire desirable 
udders is striking. His daughters can 





be picked out in the herd by their 
uniformity of udders. Another char- 
acteristic is the dairy temperament 
that is uniformly displayed by his 
offspring, together with plenty of 
fiash and style. Persistency of pro- 
duction has been a factor that has 
enabled thirty-three tested daughters 
to make an average of 467 lbs. fat, 
$05 days, 2X in ten different Kansas 
herds On nineteen daughter-dam 
compa-tsons, the daughters showed 
an incre yse of 48 lbs. of butterfat. 
Inka Vale Triune Fobes, a ‘‘Triune’”’ 
daughter with 952 Ibs. fat, 3X, is 
heing consigned to the sale by Mike 
Schroll, Greenleaf. 

Uniformity of type is indicated in 
the fact that his daughters average 
$3.4. The oldest daughters in the 
herd today are seven-year-olds and 
many of these included in the classi- 
fication score were rated as two- and 
three-year-olds. Meierkord Triune 
Inka Spot was classified excellent as 
a three-year-old, placed 3rd at Wa- 
terloo as a four-year-old and is now 
owned by Neale Farms, Waco, Texas.

So you see that from a 15,355 
pound group of dams you may get 
groups of daughters which range all 
the way from 16,900 pounds down to 
11,870 pounds (this data). If you 
had the right bulls you might get 
groups of daughters say from 18,000 
pounds down to 9,000 pounds. Fact 
is you can get any production from a 
group of dams averaging 15,355 
pounds depending as we have said 
on the bull which sires those daugh- 
ters. 

Our normal or average expectation 
from dams at the 15,500 pound level 
is 13,750 pounds and this is why you 
find the figure 13,750 opposite dams 
at 15,500 in Table 2. In the tabula- 
tion just above you see there are none 
cf the 24 bulls whose daughters pro- 
cuced exactly at the 13,750 pound 
level — the average expectation. 
About half of them were above, the 
other half below. Bull 1 was a very 
g00d bull since his daughters pro- 
duced on the average 3,150 pounds 
above normal expectations. Bull 24 
was not very good, in fact he was 
very poor since his daughters pro- 
duced on the average 1,880 pounds 
below normal expectations.

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Variation in Prices of Pure-Bred 
Beef and Dairy Cattle During the War 


’ 
By Austin A. Dowell, University of Minnesota 


Great care must be taken in in- 
terpreting within-the-year differences 
in average auction sale prices of 
purebred beef and dairy cattle. For 
example, during the strong upward 
trend of prices from 1939 to 1943, 
there was a fairly distinct and con- 
sistent within-the-year price varia- 
tion for the one beef and two dairy 
breeds studied, but no uniformity in 
the pattern between breeds. As 
shown in the accompanying figure, 
highest average prices for the one 
beef breed were obtained each year 
during the first quarter, and lowest 
prices during the third quarter. 
Highest average prices for one dairy 
breed were obtained in four out of 
five years during the fourth quarter 
and lowest prices in four out of the 
five years during the first quarter. 
Highest prices for the other dairy 
breed were obtained in four out of 
the five years during the second 
quarter with lowest prices during the 
first quarter. 


When numbers of animals sold per 
quarter were related to average 
prices received, it was found that 
lowest average prices for the beef 
breed and for one of the dairy breeds 
were obtained when the smallest 
numbers were sold. Lowest prices 
for «he other dairy breed were ob- 
tained during the quarter when num- 
bers sold ranked next to the lowest. 


Only in the case of the beef breed 
were numbers and prices of males 
and females tabulated separately by 
quarters. The number of males usu- 
ally was highest in the first quarter 
with prices highest during the fourth 
quarter, while the number of fe- 
males sold was highest during the 
fourth suarter and prices highest 
during the first quarter. In other 
words, the within-the-year price pat- 
tern for the males of this breed was 
fairly consistent from year to year, 
but it differed considerably from the 
pattern for the females which also 
was quite consistent from year to 
year. 


It appears that differences in sea- 
sonal demands for males and females 
of a given breed contributed some- 
what to the variation in prices during 
the year. It is also probable that a 
higher proportion of animals of 
greater or assumed quality are com- 
monly sold at auction during some 
months than during other months, 
and that this varies from breed to 
breed. For example, a given con- 
signment sale is usually held at ap- 
proximately the same time each year. 
Likewise, an individual breeder, who 
sells his surplus animals at auction, 
commonly sells at about the same 
time each year. When leading con- 
signment and individual breeder auc- 
tion sales are concentrated-in certain 
periods of the year, prices naturally 
average higher than for other 
months. Variations in age also may 
be a contributing factor. To the ex- 
tent that price variations within-the- 
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year are due to quality or age, they 
should not be interpreted as repre- 
senting seasonal price trends. 


The significance of information on 
price variations within-the-year for 
each breed and for periods of falling 
as well as rising prices is readily ap- 
parent. Without such information, 
there is very real danger that a 
short-time within-the-year change in 
trend may be erroneously interpreted 
as the beginning of a major long- 
time change. 


Editor’s Note: This is the fourth of a 
series of articles on prices of purebred 
beef and dairy cattle. The fifth install- 
ment, which will deal with factors af- 
fecting purebred beef and dairy cattle 
prices, will be forwarded within the next 
two weeks.

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liability for Injury by Bulls 
(Continued from page 18) 

From the foregoing decisions the 
following rules may be deduced: 

1 Am owner or lessee who negli- 
' gently allows @ bull to escape 
or run loose, is liable for injuries 
or damage caused by such bull. 
While an owner is presumed to 

* anticipate that a bull may be- 

come dangerous and is therefore 
required to keep him under 
proper control, he is not liable 
for sudden, unexpected manifes- 
tations of ferocity and vicious- 
ness unless the animal by his 
previous behavior has _ given 
warning that such was his tem- 
perament or character. 
If, however, the owner, cus- 
todian or lessee has such pre- 
yious knowledge, no negligence 
or carelessness need be shown 
and in such cases he will be 
liable for whatever injury or 
damage the animal does; in such 
eases the owner or lessee keeps 
the animal at his peril. 

In conclusion, I understand that 
theowner or lessee of a bull may pro- 
tet himself financially by obtaining 
fam Liability Insurance, as those 
wlicies insure him against such lia- 
jility as may be imposed by law for 
the injuries or damage committed by 
the animal.

Very few of the dairy cows in this 
country have ever had all the good 
pasturage and good hay they could 
eat, day in and day out; but if pas- 
tures and hay crops were improved 
sufficiently to supply the necessary 
quantity and quality of roughage for 
such feeding, the use of concentrates 
could be reduced by one-third or 
more without any loss in milk pro- 
duction. 

Nothing excels well-rotted barn- 
yard manure for improving pasture 
and hay yields. It should be used 
as far as it will go, and commercial 
fertilizers and lime should be used 


in the way advised by the local coun- 
ty agent. 

Fertilization pays on pasture and 
hay crops as well as on grain and row 
crops. Supplies of fertilizers are 
generally available, and applications 
can be made with very little labor. 

Every year national milk produc- 
tion drops in late summer and con- 
tinues at a low level through the fall. 
The summer slump in milk flow is 
caused partly by flies and hot wea- 
ther, but mostly by a lack of feed 
during the pasture season. 

Many farmers depend too much 
on permanent pasture alone for sum- 
iner feeding. Cows eat much less 
grass when it is short and after it

YEAST AND MILK FEVER 
PREVENTION 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

I believe in my telephone conver- 
sation with you regarding the feed- 
ing of Milkmaid Ollie Lassie, I gave 
a wrong impression on the use of 
the irradiated yeast. We always feed 
one pound per ton as recommended 
by the manufacturers for our dry 
cow and fitting ration. This has re- 
duced the incidence of milk fever 
very much. For some reason un- 
known to me, the Knutson boys put 
two pounds in their mix instead of 
one, probably thinking if some was 
good, more was better. I believe the 
one pound is all that is necessary in 


the fitting ration, and one-half poun 
per ton in the milking rations as r 
ommended by the company. 

This prevention of milk fever ce 
tainly has the treatment of it afte 
it happens beat a mile.

To the University of Tennessee and 
Holstein breeders in the state of 
tennessee, this is also a great date 
necause that was the year in which 
the first Holstein calf was born at 
the University of Tennessee. This 
was Netherland Prince of Riverview, 
Since the Tennessee River at Knox- 
ville is now Fort Loudon Lake, he 
would probably today be named 
Lakeview. The dam of this calf was 
Aaggie Lucille, a cow imported from 
Holland by Smith and Powell, Syra- 
euse, New York, which came to the 
University of Tennessee in the winter 
of 1884-85. 

Another great date in Tennessee 
Holstein history is 1911. In that 
year Professor C. A. Wilson selected 
snd established a Holstein herd at 
the West Tennessee Experiment Sta- 
tion, Jackson, Tennessee. This in- 
cluded ten cows and a bull from 
Michigan. The bull, Johanna Korn- 
dyke De Kol 1, was a son of Johanna 
Korndyke De Kol, herd sire in the 
herd of H. W. Norton and Son, How- 
ell, Michigan. This son, H. W. Nor- 
ton, Jr. is now secretary of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of Amer- 
ia. This herd at Jackson was 
brought to the University of Tenn- 
essee at Knoxville in 1920, and it is 
from this herd that most of the pres- 
ent herd has descended. The bull, 
North Star Nona Homestead, pur- 
chased from W. S. Moscrip, put the 
Holstein herd on the map. He sired

has formed seed. Moreover, it is 
physically impossible for a cow to 
graze her fill of short grass unless 
it is very thick, and after the grass 
has gone to seed it is unpalatable and 
aiso lower in nutritive value. 


It is easy to be deceived by the 
appearance of a pasture. Usually it 


is not so good as it looks and many 
farmers make the mistake of waiting 


too long before they start to give the 
grazing cows supplemental feed. 
Loss of flesh and undue declines in 
milk production are reliable indica- 
tions of a lack of feed; but by the 
time these conditions are noticeable, 
no amount of extra feed will restore 
the milk flow to where it would have 
been had the cows been fed enough 
from the start. 

It is well-known that a cow will 
give more milk if she is in good 
flesh at calving time than if she is 
thin. 

To be in good condition at calving 
time, a cow should continue to get 
liberal quantities of good roughage 
after she goes dry; she can then be 
put in good flesh with a minimum 
amount of grain and other concen- 
trates. In fact, if she has been well- 
fed during her milking period, she 
will need very little concentrated 
feed during the dry period. But if 


she has not been well-fed it will be 
better to feed concentrates liberally, 
along with the good roughage, than 
to have her thin at calving time. 

In general cows will produce the 
most milk if they are allowed a dry 
period of about 2 months. Milking 
a cow right up to a week or two be- 
fore calving time may reduce her 
production in the next lactation by 
@s much as 15 percent. On the other 
land, if she is turned dry more than 
2 months before calving time, more 
milk will be lost in the current lac- 
tation period than will be gained in 
the next. 


Since every milking cow should 
have all the forage she can eat at all 
times, in order to produce milk at 
the lowest cost, the size of the herd 
should be adjusted to the amount of 
forage that can be made available 
for feeding. 

Some farms, especially those with 
only a few cows, are likely to be un- 
derstocked. On such farms an effort 
should be made to add enough good 
cows and heifers to turn the entire 
supply of forage into milk. Other 
farms may be overstocked with re- 
spect to the forage supply. In that 
case it is better to reduce the size of 
the herd by disposing of unprofitable 
cows than to reduce the amount of 
forage allowed each cow.

Where satisfactory markets for 
milk are available, many milk pro- 
ducers who normally keep only a 
few cows, and have enough labor, 
will find it advantageous to increase 
the size of the herd sufficiently to 
utilize all the forage they can pro. 
duce. 


The wartime demand for all dairy 
Lroducts calls for delivery of the 
whole milk whenever possible. More. 
cver, once~ the whole milk has 
reached the processing plant, the 
skim milk, buttermilk, and whey cap 
be made to serve wartime needs to 
better advantage because large quan- 
tities can be converted into human 
foods. 

In the past, many farmers have 
fed more skim milk to their calves, 
hogs, and poultry than was actually 
veeded for satisfactory nutrition, 
Every effort should be made this 
year to find a market for whole milk 
and also to reduce by the use of milk- 
saving feeds, the amounts of both 
whole milk and skim milk fed to 
calves and other farm animals. 


In addition, wherever a market for 
the whole milk exists, it will gen- 
crally pay better to sell the whole 
milk rather than only the cream or 
butter. A large part of the skim 
milk, buttermilk, and whey fed to 
farm animals is vitally needed for 
human food; and these products can 
be used much more efficiently if they 
are prepared for direct consumption 
as human food than if they are first 
turned into meat and eggs. 

It has always been good business 
for dairy farmers to produce and 
market good-quality milk. The pros 
rerity of every dairy farmer and the 
growth of a sound dairy industry are 
inseparably linked with good quality 
in all dairy products. 

This year it is not only good busi- 
ness for the farmer to produce good- 
quality milk, it is an obligation to 
his country. Production of milk not 
usable at the dairy plant, because it 
is not of desirable quality, deprives 
the Nation of vital food and reduces 
the income of the farmer. 

Neither the farmer nor the Nation 
can afford to waste feed and labor 
and time in the production of unsak 
able milk. Only good-quality milk 
will make good-quality dairy prot 
ucts.

BUTTERFAT VS. VEGET 
OILS AS CALF FOOD 


Scientists Reduce Replacement-og 
Content of Diet to Prolong Lives of 
Animals Under Test 

Scientists at the University of yin. 
nesota were on the trail today of a 
“hidden something”’ in butterfat that 
made it dramatically superior to sey- 
eral common vegetable oils in feeg- 
ing young calves. 


While application of the discovery 
to the human diet is not definitely 
known, Minnesota dairy husbandry 
experts who were seeking a low-cost 
feed for calves found that whole milk 
or skim milk was remarkably better 
for the animals than corn oil, cottop- 
seed oil, or soybean oil homogenizeg 
| in skim milk. 

Because many calves sickened and 
| at least nine died while on diets jp. 
| cluding such oil mixtures, an ey. 
panded research project is now being 
| pushed at University Farm in an at- 
| 





tempt to find out why whole milk 
| and skim milk were so far superior. 

Funds provided by the American 
| Dairy Association, 20 North Wacker 
Drive, Chicago, which represents 
| 5,000,000 dairy farmers, are sup 
porting the research by Dr. T. W. 
Gullickson and F. C. Fountaine. Dr. 
J. B. Fitch is head of the dairy hus- 
bandry department. 

One of the new approaches in the 
research is reducing the proportion 
of the vegetable oil fed the calves in 
the hope, investigators said, that the 
animals will “linger longer” than 
they did before. This would enable 
longer, more scientific observations 
of how they fare on the diet that 
has already been demonstrated to be 
inferior for them. 

In the earlier tests, the experi- 
menters used skim milk; 3.5 per cent 
butterfat whole milk; skim milk 
homogenized with 3.5 per cent butter 
oil; and skim milk homogenized for 
a 3.5 per cent fat or oil content with 
lard, tallow, coconut oil, corn oil, 
| cottonseed oil and soybean oil. 

In the current project, they are 
employing skim milk; 2 per cent but- 
terfat whole milk; and skim milk 
homogenized for a 2 per cent oil 
content with cottonseed oil. 

Among the vegetable oils, only 
cottonseed is being utilized in the 
new research because, previously, it 
yielded about the same results a 
corn and soybean oils and because 
even scientists have to wheedle with 
ration boards for fats and oils for
